C h i c a g o , May 8th.—Shortly after noon 
to-day a spark from a passing locomotive 
set a fire in the heart of a great pine lum ­ 
ber-yard district, which lies along both 
sides of the south branch of the Chicago 
river, and near the southwestern city limits. 
Bordering on this district are the wooden- 
buiit portions of ¡lie city known as Bridge­ 
port and Union stock yards, with its acres 
of wooden sheds and pens filled with cat­ 
tle, hogs and sheep. 
A fierce wind was 
blowing from the west, and the flames 
spread with great rapidity. The entire fire 
department was called out and began fight­ 
ing the flames, but the twenty or thirty 
streams of water which were thrown upon 
them had little or no effect, as iar as stay­ 
ing their progress was concerned. The dry 
pine boards and shingles were piled to a 
great bight,only narrow lanes between being 
left tor wagons to pass through. The nar­ 
row interstices between the boards fur­ 
nished unusual facilities for the progress of 
the flames, while they broke the force of 
the streams of water, and prevented it 
from penetrating to the blazing pine in the 
center of the ¡ules. The news of the fire 
spread rapidly to the business center of the 
city, and created much alarm, lest the fire 
should assume proportions approaching 
those of the great conflagration of 1871, 
which car « rom the] a ne direction. Great 
brands*uf r - carried forward by the wind, 
setting fire to new piles, and several fire 
steamers, and the men manning them, had 
narrow escapes from destruction. Starting 
upon the west side of

the river, which is 180 feet wide at this 
point, and set fire to the lumber on the 
east bank, which covered about an equal 
area, and 
this, w.th one or two planing 
mills, was consumed. 
Brands were car­ 
ried eastward, and set fire to several small 
frame houses occupied by employes in the 
lumber district. The fire department, how­ 
ever, made a stand at this point, and suc­ 
ceeded in preventing the spread of the 
flames into the residence district. 
The 
light continued throughout the afternoon, 
and it was nearly 7 o'clock before the con­ 
flagration was brought under control,having 
practically burned itself into the limits of 
the immediate district in which it began. 
A heavy rain during most of the afternoon 
was ot material assistance. 
The entire 
area burned is 870 by 2,500 feet. The ag­ 
gregate amount of lumber dost roved was 
45,000,000 feet, valued at about $700,000.

Captain McCalla was ordered to talqe poses- 
sion because Aizpura's (the rebel leader) 
preparations to resist the Colombian troops, 
who were advancing, were of a most des­ 
perate character, and the fate of Colon 
would have been shared by Panama bad 
tlie Americans hesitated. 
Aizpura figures 
in the account as a contemptible coward. 
When our columns entered thecity, he was 
in total ignorance of the fact. 
He was go­ 
ing towards the Government House with 
his Secretary of State and two members of 
staff, and as he approached the American 
Consulate the head of Colonel Heyward's 
column 
suddenly turned 
the "corner. 
Captain ?vfcCalla. 
on 
foot, 
was 
with 
them. 
Some 
one 
pointed 
out 
Aiz­ 
pura 
to 
him. 
and 
he 
immediately 
arrested him. 
Aizpura fell fainting to the 
ground. 
He was taken into the American 
Consulate, where he fainted again, and 
then became hysterical. 
The rebel troops 
were all in the cuartel. A guard was placed 
around it and a gun turned on it. Aizpura 
was sent under a strong guard to the Grand 
Hotel, where he was held as a prisoner. 
Guards were placed around the plaza and a 
Gatling gun trained on it. The rebels were 
taken completely’ by surprise, and before 
they realized what had happened the troops 
were in possession of the American Con­ 
sulate, Grand Hotel, office of the Central 
and South American Cable Company anil 
the property of the Pacific Mail. There 
were no sonmls 
of 
arms or bugle; 
only 
the solid, steady, tramp, tramp, 
and the glittering of the morning’s sun on 
the helmets and bayonets o f the marines, 
the batteries of Gatlings and howitzers 
manned by sturdy blue jack ets accompa­ 
nying th e columns. 
The splendid manner

astonishment reigned, soon giving place to 
drunkenness and excitement.

machetes. 
An American passing by was 
ait in the head. Some shots were fired 
and immediately a Gatling gun a ross the 
¡>I:i». i opened lire, and there was not room 
enough on tlie Isthmus t.> hold the braves. 
Fhe range of the gun 
directed over 
their heads. 
1 ho wildest excitement pre­ 
vailed for awhile, but Lieutenant Reeder 
of McCrtlhfs staff rushed into the plaza 
and stopped the firing.

mus is supposed to have emanated from 
Aizpura, but no one is bold enough to la­ 
ther it.

C i t y o f M e x i c o , May 5, 1S85. 
At the approach o f H oly W eek— the 
great fiesta tim e o f all the year—Indians 
am i peasants cam e sw arm ing to the capital 
from every quarter, bringing palm s and 
flowers for the altars. 
E very street and 
square o f the city is lin ed w ith temporary 
booths and shops, set up for the accom m o­ 
dation o f the vast concourse front far away 
ranches and distant villages, w hich w ill re­ 
m ain w ith us during the sacred season. 
B usiness of m ost kinds is entirely sus­ 
pended during H oly W eek, and everybody 
gives him self up to com m em orating the 
divine tragedy enacted in Syria m ore than 
eighteen hundred years ago. 
From m y 
w indow overlooking the Cathedral de San 
D om ingo [ observed enorm ous quantities 
o l green boughs being carried in, and that 
exten sive preparations were going on— but 
w as scarcely prepared forthescene presented 
w hen I entered w ith the throng early on 
Palm Sunday. 
T he w hole interior was 
transform ed into a 
forest, altars, w alls 
and pillars “ arrayed in living green," 
floors 
thickly covered w ith 
branches, 
and ih" w h ole strew n w ith flowers w hose 
dying fragrance, crushed beneath the knees 
Of countless worshipers, overpowered the 
pungent odors o f incense. 
Borne b y the 
resistless hum an tide that cam e surging 
in, we 
found 
ourselves—despite 
vigor­ 
ous 
efforts 
to 
the 
contrary—securely 
wedged 
into 
a corner, 
from 
w hich 
exit 
was 
im possible; 
but 
w hat had 
at first seem ed unfortunate, soon proved 
cause for thanksgiving, for those kneeling 
near the aisles (and none were perm itted to 
stand), had a hard tim e o f it. 
Ladies were 
trodden under foot, shaw ls and m antillas 
torn off. w h ile the palm s o f the passing 
m ultitude scraped the eyes and tangled the 
hair o f devout 
worshipers—w ho 
must 
have felt like saying their prayers back­ 
wards like the inverted Scotch blessing. 
Soon the packed and hushed cathedral was 
lik e a vast, m oving wilderness, 


A LA BIRN’AM WOOD, 
Sw ayed as by a gentle wind, w h ile the 
united m urm urs o f ten thousand prayers 
sounded lik e the distant roaring of the sea. 
U nder each quivering tree knelt a half-clad 
Indian, his filthy rags clinging together with 
rem arkable pertinacity, h is 
black 
hair 
(w hich is equally long and matted on both 
m en and wom en alw ays thickly populated, 
liis vacant face and m ild, unspeaking eyes 
looking as if the soul w ithin him had been 
horn asleep. 
Brantz Mayer gives a novel 
receipt for m aking this num erous class of 
M exican citizens, 
lie says: 
"B iaeken a 
m an in the sun : let his hairgrow long and 
filled w ith verm in ; let him plod about the 
streets in all m anner o f dirt for years, and 
never know th e use o f brush or towel, or 
water except in storm s : 
let him put on a 
pair o f leather breeches at 18 and wear 
them until SO—unless death intervenes— 
w ithou t change or ablution ; over all place 
a torn and battered hat. and a blanket be­ 
grim ed with abom inations; 
let him have 
w ild eyes and shining teeth and features 
pinched by fam ine into sharpness: 
breast 
bared and’ brown—and if a female, w ith 
tw o or three m iniatures o f the sam e species 
trotting after, and invariably one strapped 
upon her back—and you have a receipt for 
the typical M exican lepero." 
H e m ight 
have added that tisis creature should be 
cram m ed full o f a certain¡quaint and idol­ 
atrous piety, superstitious to a degree ; ex­ 
ceedingly gentle and courteous w ithal, but 
treacherous and unstable as the w ind ; with 
innate politeness beautiful to behold, and 
the obeisance of a French dancing-m aster 
—though in the m idst o f his softly-m ur­ 
m ured mil gracias (thousand thanks) he 
w ill 
STAB YOU FOR A S H IL L IN G , 
B ut kindly wait to set up a cross over your 
rem ains and m utter prayers for your un­ 
shriven so u l! 
Thousands o f these half-naked, poverty- 
stricken 
creatures 
had 
traveled 
weary 
leagues on foot to fitly celebrate tiic sacred 
season, and th e palm s of m any had been 
brought even from the distant tierra < aliente. 
Each palm was about seven feet high, far 
overshadow ing the Indian w ho held it. and 
was dried and plaited in m any curious de 
vices. 
During the progress o f the service 
the Bishop blessed them ail by a com pre­ 
hensive hcncdicte, that this possession m ight 
be a safeguard against storms and sickness 
and all the ills to-which flesh is heir. 
A ft­ 
erwards the rich decorate their rasar with 
them , and the poorest peasants the w alls o f 
their squalid huts—som ething as ancient 
Druids hung up m istletoe boughs, believing 
they sheltered sylvan spirits w hich brought 
good luck to the household. 
At length the 
priests arrived in pom p and splendor—a 
uazzing procession, heralded by bursts of 
m usic and clouds of incense, w hile all the 
kn eelin g m ultitude craned their neck» in 
breathless excitem ent to catch the first 
view . 
Then for four long hours we were 
kept upon our knees (or irreverently squat­ 
tin g upon our heels), for seats there were 
none, and to stand upright during service 
w ould have been considered m ost blasphe­ 
m ous conduct, too dangerous for an alien 
to indulge in w h ile the piety of this in ­ 
tensely Catholic com m unity was at fever 
beat. 
It is astonishing how those reared in 
their cradles in this faith becom e so supple 
o f joint and pliable o f m uscle as to rem ain 
upon their knees for an indefinite period 
w ithout appearance of fatigue, w h ile to the 
average Protestant a few consecutive hours 
o f this posture is as a martyr's penance! 
After interm inable m asses and m uch sol­ 
em n m usic, censer-sw inging and chanting 
in Latin and Spanish, ail com m em orative 
o f Christ's trium phal entry into Jerusalem ,

Occurred. 
A pause in the deep-rolling 
organ, a sudden shrill piping-up o f viols 
and prim itive reed instrum ents and a line 
o f Indians, led by gorgeouslv-robed priests 
and red-skirted elioir-bovs. filed out from 
behind the altar, hearing upon their sh ou l­ 
ders a wooden donkey with an im age of 
Jesus astride! 
The cqpiical little beast 
was not much larger than a child’s hobby­ 
horse, with an exaggerated “ bang" hang­ 
ing over its great glassy eyes, and the long 
silken tail of an Arabian stud fastened to 
its rear, with a rakish airof kick-up-ative- 
ness, and carved in the usual im possible 
posture ot the sculptor's im aginary charger. 
T he figure upon its back was gaily attired 
in w hite cotton, iaee trimmed drawers, 
flow ing cloak of purple silk, long tresses of 
real hair depending from his golden crown, 
an uplifted sabre in one hand and a palm 
branch in the other. 
T his astonishing 
apparition was hailed with im m ense en­ 
thusiasm . 
People prostrated them selves 
before it. bowing tiieir faces in the dust, 
crow ding and trampling one another under 
foot to kiss the hem of the purple robe, and 
casting their precious palm s before it, that 
they m ight receive a double blessing from 
contact with the wooden hoofs. 
It is a strange hut w ell authenticated 
fact, w hich has given rise to m any theo­ 
ries, that the sym bol o f the Christian faith 
w as know n to the idol-worshiping savages 
o f M exico centuries before Cortez brought 
it to their shores. 
( >n the island of ( ozti- 
m nl, off the coast o f 'i ucatan, several stone 
crosses have been discovered w hich are 
know n to belong to a period more than a 
thousand in the m isty p a st! 
In Yucatan 
crosses have been found sculptured upon 
m ysterious ruyis above which forests have 
grow n hoary and fallen to d ecay: and as 
com paratively lately as eight hundred years 
ago an Indian prophet of that peninsula 
declared to his countrym en that a white 
stranger, bearing tiie sym bol o f the cross, 
sh ou ld arrive from a distant country and 
subjugate their gods to his. 
More singular 
still was the tem ple ofC holula the remains 
o f w hich m ay still be seen near Puebla),built 
by that m ysterious Toltec race which had 
disappeared from the valley of M exico be­ 
fore the com ing o f the Aztecs, and dedi­ 
cated 
‘ ‘TO 
t h e 
u n k n o w n (ion of t h e ' CROSS.” 
Near T ulansingo is a curious crucifix en­ 
graved unon an alm ost inaccessible rock, 
w h ich the natives devoutly believe was 
the work o f St. Thom as during his natural 
lifetim e. 
In Oaxaca the conquerors dis- 
overed a cross, w hich from tim e im m e­ 


morial the savages had believed was sent di­ 
rect from H eaven b y som e divine but un­ 
known power. 
T he noted B ishop Zumar- 
raga had this crucifix rem oved to the Capi­ 
tal and placed in a sum ptuous chapel ex ­ 
pressly prepared for it, adjoining the great 
cathedral. 
Inform ation concerning its dis­ 
covery. together with a sm all cross cut 
front it. was sent to Hom e, where Paul V. 
received it upon his knees, w h ile a retinue 
o f priests chanted Varilla Regis prodeunt, 
and the people fell upon their faces in ado­ 
ration. 
H istorians tell us that the inky-haired 
and adder-annoinL i priests o f M ontezu­ 
m a's tim e—those l'righful creatures w ho 
dug out the livin g 
hearts 
o f hum an 
victim s in 
sacrifice 
to 
their 
hideous 
gods 
o f 
the 
Teocalli—worej 
scarlet 
robes, sow n all over w ith black crosses. 
Therefore Cortez—being in a m easure ex­ 
pected from the remembered prophesy of 
the Sage o f Yucatan— found a yielding and 
congenial soil in w hich to plant his ‘‘ Vera 
Cruz;” but—as in the Pagan East, where 
statues o f m ythological 
divinities 
fre­ 
quently did no m ore than change their 
nam es from heathen gods to Christian 
saints—so here im age-w orship w as really 
continued, 
in order to im press the untu­ 
tored m ind of " l.o, the poor Indian,” it is 
necessary that the m ysteries of ( hristianity 
be visibly portrayed : but it is greatly to be 
feared that his thoughts ascend no higher 
than the rude im age w hich a rude hand 
has carved. 
Though his m ind is supposed 
to be directed from the representation to 
the true God who inhabits eternity—the 
wooded saints and virgins are to him pre­ 
cisely what the m onstrous shapes repre­ 
senting unseen powers of earth and air 
were to his ancestors. 
l ie kneels before a 
figure of the suffering Christ, horrible with 
stream ing blood, scourged back and lacer­ 
ated brow—and beats his breast w ith blow s 
o f contrition, believing that such a being 
died for him —exactly as h is fathers be­ 
lieved that Quetzalcoatl, god of the air, or 
the 
GREAT W AR -GO D, I t t'lT Z II.O PO T C H T L I, 
W as their on ly hope o f im m ortality. 
H e 
has also been taught that th e gracious V ir­ 
gin intercedes for him , and lie prostrates 
h im self and kisses the ground before her 
im age. 
B ut in his im agination there are 
several Virgins, o f various gifts—all som e­ 
how the “ Mother of God”—possessing dif­ 
ferent degrees o f m iraculous power and 
grades o f glory—the latter attribute gauged 
by the num ber and value of gents w ith 
which she is decked. 
H e believes that one 
Virgin w ill bring 
rain 
w hen there is 
drought, than another can stay floods in 
seasons o f inundation, and that a third will 
com e to the rescue if supplicated in tim es 
o f trouble. 
So bitter has been the rivalry 
between these several " M others of God”— 
or rather betw een their respective worship­ 
ers—that arm ies have fought for them , and 
the conquered Virgin lias been rolled in the 
dust and kicked about by soldiers o f the 
opposition, w hile her other self under an­ 
other nam e had the wealth of kings lav­ 
ished upon h e r ! 
* 
A m ong the lower classes ot M exico the 
religion o f to-day is em phatically the wor­ 
ship of her who predicted " Front hence­ 
forth all nations shall call m e blessed." 
Before her innum erable shrines thousands 
are kneeling at all hours of every day. 
Their darkened yearnings, born o f the pa­ 
thetic heritage o f life-long hunger, toil and 
privation, find vent in words o f passionate 
adoration as they address the M other of 
Sorrows and kiss the fioor before her. 
Of 
the invisible and unim aged Father they 
dare not even think, and towards the Son 
their feelings are rather o f respectful pitv ; 
but to the blessed Maria Purisslm a they 
give all love and confidence, and look up 
to her as to a 


KIND AND BENEFICENT QUEEN, 
W ho—in her m agnificent robes and jew eled 
diadem s, yet m ourning in all the agony of 
a divine 
sorrow m ingled with hum an 
grief-—adm its the poorest beggar to partici­ 
pate in iter w oes; w hile in her turn she 
shares the afflictions o f the low ly, feels for 
their privations and grants her all-powerful 
intercession. 
W ho w ould deprive the poor 
Indian o f his only solace, though in truth 
the Spanish crusaders but substituted one 
class o f idols for another ’ 
W e o f Protest­ 
ant faith call this but a short rem ove from 
paganism — but we m ust remember that 
our colder creeds could not m ake m uch 
im pression on these sim ple folk, to w hose 
uneducated m inds the forms and cere­ 
m onies. m usic, glitter and superstition are 
essential adjuncts to religion. 
T he real God, w hich all m en worship, is 
w ithin—and if the ideal he potent enough 
to keep heart and hands com paratively 
clean, or to assuage in any m easure the 
sorrows and tragedies o f this world of 
graves, perhaps it answers the purpose. 
T he follow ers o f V ishnu and Buddah, Con­ 
fucius and M oham m ed—strong in their own 
faith as we in ours—regard us w ith con­ 
tem ptuous pity, as benighted heathens. 
W ho shall say that the tearful sacrifice of 
the H indoo m other, as she throws her 
baby in the Ganges, or the sufferings of the 
pious pilgrim , with peas in his shoes and 
a horse-hair shirt, m ay not avail at the last 
great day tus well as our ow n claim s to 
heaven’s consideration?

MATTERS OF AGRICULTURE, ORCH­ 
ARD AND VINEYARD. 


G r a f t i n g o f G r a p e V i n e s — O v e r c o m ­ 
i n g M o r n i n g G l o r i e s —P r u n i n g 


A p r i c o t T r e e s —K tc . 


A correspondent desires to know the 
m ethod pursued in grafting the grape vine, 
and w h ile it is now too late for the present 
season, the follow ing 
from the M idland 
Farmer, on this subject, w ill furnish the 
desired in form ation : The im portance o f 
being able to change the varieties o f grapes 
in the vineyard or garden, the arbor or 
trellis-screen, is being more apparent from 
year to year, as new varieties are being in ­ 
troduced far transcending those o f a score 
o f years ago. 
M any o f the old varieties, 
though o f m ost inferior quality are vigor­ 
ous growers, •and it requires but about two 
years’ tim e and a sm all am ount o f labor 
and care to change them to the new est and 
the best. 
T he grapevine should on ly be 


grafted below the surface of the ground, as 
it requires m ore care and-attention to sur­ 
rounding conditions to top-grail than is 
supposed to be at the com m and o f the or­ 
dinary “ hand” or m erely amateur grower. 
T he vine is cut off in March from two to 
four inches below the surface, w ith a 
sm ooth, square cut. 
Split across the end 
tw ice oreftener, according to the size o f the 
stalk to be grafted, w ith a thin, sharp blade, 
to the depth o f an inch and a half. 
H ave 
som e sm all wedges or keys to insert in the 
slit open to receive the graft easily, the top 
of the wedge to project above the stalk so as 
to be easily withdrawn w hen the scion is 
properly placed. 
T he “ scion” or graft is 
cut w ith a long, thin wedge lorm , an inch 
to inch and a Half, and a sm all, square cut 
—clean should be cut on the top o f the 
wedge. 
T he scion is inserted, w ith the in ­ 
side bark o f the stalk and graft in perfect 
line, and the shoulder pressed firmly upon 
the square end of the stalk, the wedge 
gently withdraw n, and the stalk w ill hold 
the scions firm ly o f itself. 
If the slit is too 
long, or the stiilk too “ lim ber,” it m ay be 
necessary to tie in firm ly to keep them in 
co n ta ct; grafting-wax m ay be used, or 
only the soil thoroughly firmed around the 
scions—the soil filled in j u s t to cover the 
top “ eye” or bud. 
The scion m ay be of 
two or m ore eyes long, according to the 
length o f the “ joint” or intem ode, but an 
eye should alw ays be placed at the point of 
insertion into the stalk. 
W e often find a 
vine w ith a fine circle o f roots near the 
surface, radiating front the center like the 
spokes o f a w heel; trace these eight to 
tw elve inches hack and cut off, split and 
set a scion in each, tying it w ith w axed 
thread. 
A lm ost every scion will pu sh ; 
each form a w hole o f independent roots. 
These can be cut free from the parent vine, 
and a fine lot o f new vines on their own 
roots secured. 
Grafting on seedling roots 
and rooted cuttings is often practiced, so as 
to propagate rare varieties w ith facility. 
T his w hole subject has so m any points of 
interest as to becom e truly fascinating, as 
w ell as profitable. 
Patent clam ps and saws 
arc often sold at high rates to facilitate 
grafting heavy vines; hut a sharp knife, 
thin chisel, wooden m allet 
and sm all 
wedges—we use soft nails, ham m ered to 
form in the cold state, and bent so as to 
¡>'.’.11 out easily—do the work conveniently. 


A NEW 1IAA* R A K E . 
The M arysville foundry is building som e­ 
thing now in the way of a iiav rake, says 
the Appeal, which is intended to deposit the 
hay intu a wagon as it is gathered by the 
rake. 
It is the invention o f A m os Lane, of 
Linda township. 
T he rake proper is sim i­ 
lar to the ordinary spring wire-toothed 
horse rake, and is supported by a frame 
resting on four wheels, and is designed to 
be hauled behind the hay wagon into 
w hich the hay is to be delivered. A draper 
runs down to w ithin ten inches o f the 
ground. 
T he draper catches the hay from 
the rake by m eans o f short pins driven into 
the draper rods, and carries it up and into 
the wagon. 
T his main draper i< fourteen 
lee! long and runs tij> at an angle, bringing 
it well over the wagon. 
A shorter draper 
about tw o feet long is placed about six 
inches above the main draper and close to 
the rake so as to prevent tiie hay from pil­ 
ing up too high on the rake, and as it runs 
in an opposite direction to the m ain draper 
throw s the hay back upon the latter. Both 
drapers are driven by chain bolts at the 
sides o f the m achine from tw o chain gears 
keyed to a revolving hind axle, on which 
are two Buckeye m ower wheels. T he rake 
will ne seven feet long and about six inches 
higher than those ordinarily used. 
The 
m achine is well under way and will be fur­ 
nished in about a week. 
Several o f our 
leading farmers have exam ined the mode! 
and express confidence in its success. 


K IL L IN G M ORNING G LOR Y. 
M ontgom ery I’ik’c of Routier, in this 
county, in a letter to the Rural Press, gives 
the follow ing m ethod for getting rid o f the 
m orning glory w hich is so great a pest in 
m any localities: To kill m orning glory 
take a m achine made this w a y : Take a 
piece o f plow steel about six feet long and 
six inches wide, and cut in tw o and weld 
together in triangular shape w ith a wrought 
shaft, 
t'se wooden beam and handles. 
Hitch on tw o horses and go over your 
m orning glory every two weeks in sum m er. 
Never let it appear above ground; in two 
years it w ill be all dead. 
M iller <fc Beaver, o f Santa Clara, write 
upon the sam e subject as follow s : W e had 
a patch o f three and o j hundred square 
feet in our orchard. 
W e grubbed it out to 
a depth of two feet, destroying all the roots 
that could be found. 
It came up stronger 
than ever and spread rapidly. 
We dosed 
it w ith chloride o f lim e and with fish pickle, 
both o f which apparently stim ulated its 
growth, f o r it blossom ed forth again and 
seem ed to sntile at our sim plicity and the 
im poteney o f our chem icals. 
F in ally a 
friend suggested a frequent use o f the hoe. 
W e applied it vigorously, and the m orning 
glory has disappeared w ithin the year. 
As 
your correspondent suggests the work m ust 
be done before the vine com es through the 
ground and puts forth any leaves, other­ 
wise there w ill be a useless waste o f m uscle. 
W e m ade it a point to hoe the tops off once 
a week during the sum m er, w ithout failing 
in a single instance, and the result is aston­ 
ishing. 
W here a large space o f ground is 
covered w ith the vine, ot course the knife 
and team w ill have to be resorted to. 
But, 
in all cases, it must be “ nipped in the bud,” 
and the problem o f how to get rid o f the 
nuisance will be solved. 


A PE CU L IA R W H EA T TEST. 
A peculiar case o f w heat testing is made 
known by Mr. Groat, Em igration A gent ot 
the Northern Pacific. 
H e sent sam ples o f 
a tine appearing grain raised near Jam es­ 
town. Dakota, front a new Russian seed 
w hich yields forty bushels lo the acre. 
Two sam ples were sent to M inneapolis and 
a third was subm itted to St. I’atii. 
The 
three report - agreed in declaring the wheat 
worthless. 
The inspectors knew nothing 
whatever of the origin and character o f the 
wheat, or that other inspections were being 
made, but each of the reports w asthesnm c. 
T he grain was declared to be brittle and 
below grade. 
In the bulk it bore such a 
resem blance to No. 1 hard that it m ight 
easily have sold for the grade to an unsus­ 
pecting buyer. It is purely an experim ental 
wheat and was »o subm itted for test. 
T he 
un anim ity o f the inspectors can leave no 
doubt as to its true value. 


M ANAGEM ENT OF ORCHARDS. 
T he M ichigan Horticultural jftjjort gives 
the follow ing condensed 
and -useful di­ 
rections for the m anagem ent 
1 4' apple or­ 
chards, furnished by J. I). Husted, for 
Lowell, in that .State. 
The young orchards 
should be annually cultivated until ten 
years old. 
Barnyard manure and leached 
ash es are am ong the best and cheapest fer­ 
tilizers, and liberally applied they pay w ell. 
W hen well in bearing, the orchard m ay be 
seeded to grass, provided it is kept fed 
short by sheep and pigs. 
If the hogs are 


o f the Orange Entom ological Society, and 
published in the Orange 'lYibunt: The first 
“ tim e ” I prune them is the day they are 
planted in the orchard, by cutting off all 
laterals, clean, and upright branches to 
w ithin tw enty inches o f the surftice of the 
ground, leaving only one straight stick 
during 
their 
growth 
o f 
the 
first 
y ea r; pinching, when from six to ten 
inches long, the term inal bud from all 
branches not wanted for m ain branches, 
leaving not m ore than three or four of 
them , being careful not to leave any split 
crotchets; by split crotchets I m ean two 
branches that conic up side by side, so as 
to he easy to split by pulling them from 
each other. 
No tree is more liable to dam ­ 
age by breaking or splitting down than 
apricot trees. 
Later in the sum m er the 
m ain branches w ill be grow ing rapidly. 
W hen they have attained the growth of 
about three feet, cut oil one-third o f the 
length to a bud that w ill tend to carry 
the spread o f the top in tho direction 
designed. 
If you have prevailing winds 
or 
hot 
sum m er 
days 
that 
m ight 
do harm, then leave tho top hud on the side 
o f the branch that w ill best protect the tree. 
In cutting off a branch, cut upwards from 
just behind the bud—a sloping cut upward 
—so that when it is finished the wood w ill 
project above the bud from one-fourth to 
one-half an inch, so as to prevent drying 
out, follow ing this plan in reference to the 
buds in all future prim ings. The follow ing 
winter, when the leaves are off, cut oil’such 
m ain branches as are there found in excess 
o f necessity to shape the tree in a w ell-bal­ 
anced form, cutting oil all new uprights 
w hich m ay have grown after the sum m er 
top pruning, except tw o so situated as to 
best balance the head o f the tree. 
These 
last tw o (I mean on each m ain branch) 
should then be cut back to w ithin one foot 
o f their starting point, leaving all short lat­ 
erals and cutting ofl’ or out all long ones. 
(B y this m eans or plan all branches arc 
liable to becom e well filled w ith fruit spurs.) 
A ll future pruning m ay be conducted in 
the sam e manner; that is, front each branch 
securing two branches, and so on. so as to 
form the spread o f the tree after tiie form 
o f a vase or goblet. 
Should they not m ake 
the growth above m entioned, then cut in 
about the sam e proportion.

A VERY SHALL LION. 
In Africa deep pits are often m ade by 
hum an 
hunters 
to capture game, and 
am ong the insects we find the ant-lion 
(Mi/rmclam) adopting a sim ilar ruse. 
Its 
eggs are laid in sandy places, and when 
the young ant-lions appear they have no 
wings, and are flat little creatures with im ­ 
mense jaw s. 
As soon as born, the curious 
larva- proceed to work. 
Each young ant- 
lion selects a soft place in the sand, and by ¡ 
turning itself around and around, it traces 
an exterior circle; and by continuing the 
spiral motion, and gradually retreating to 
the center, it m arks out and forms a cavity 
having spirals like those of a snail slieli. 
Next, these are sm oothed down by an in­ 
genious process. 
If a pebble rolls in, or is 
found 
in 
the 
slope, 
the 
ant-lion 
places 
it 
upon 
its 
head. 
and 
w ith 
a 
sudden 
jerk sends 
it 
far 
out of the pit. 
But som etimes pebbles are 
found that are too heavy to be throw n out 
in this 
way. and then another plan is 
adopted. 
The pebble is carefully rolled 
upon the flat back of the ant-lion, which 
starts up the incline w ith its tail high in 
air, so th at the load is kept upon a level, 
and finally deposited upon the outside. If 
the pebble i* round m any attem pts have 
to made. The pit completed is seen to be 
a circular or conical depression, at the 
bottom of w hich the wily hun ter conceals 
itself, only its jaw s and m any eyes being 
visible, and here it aw aits its prey, that 
sooner or later comes tum bling in. 
Ants 
that happen to be off on a foraging journey 
are the most frequent victim s. 
T he ant 
comes running along rapidly, and is over 
the edge of the pit before lie knows it, tlie 
treacherous sand giving way and precip­ 
itating him down toward tlie concealed 
lion. 
A m om ent m ore and two (to him ) 
enorm ous jaw s open, and the ant quickly 
disappeared from sight forever. Sometimes 
instead of tum bling down into th e pit, the 
ant obtains a foothold and alm ost escapes; 
but in such a case the ant-lion throw s aside 
all concealment, rushes out, and shovels 
sand upon its struggling victim, and by 
successive jerks bombards it w ith such a 
fusillade of sand that, beaten and confused, 
it rolls down into the open jaw s of tlie 
cruel hunter. 
For two years the ant-lion 
carries on its predatory warfare, gradually 
growing larger and enlarging its pit, until 
linaiiy it is ready to change into a chrysalis. 
It then envelopes itself in a round ball of 
sand, cem ented together by fine silken 
cords. 
In this cocoon it lives for about 
three weeks, w hen it emerges a perfect four­ 
winged insect resem bling the dragon-fly.— 
[at. Nicholas.

Tlie em ploye was, as he 
testified himself, a blacksm ith, who had 
served an apprenticeship of three* years in 
Europe, and one of his witnesses stated that 
“a blacksm ith who had been an apprentice 
for three years should know on looking at 
a spike m aul that it was not a proper in­ 
strum ent to use in striking a chisel, for 
splinters frequently fly from the head of a 
chisel.” 
In an action to recover damages 
for tlie injury, on the ground of negligence 
in supplying an im proper im plem ent, the 
plaintiff recovered judgm ent, and the de­ 
fendant carried tlie case (H ouston and 
Texas Central Railroad Company vs. Con­ 
rad) to the Suprem e Court of Texas, where 
the judgm ent was reversed. Judge Stayton, 
in the opinion, said : 
“ It does iiot appear 
that the cold chisel was defective in make, 
m aterial or tem per; 
but it does appear 
that, even 
with a proper cold chisel, 
sm all parts will frequently break or rtv oft'. 
It is urged that tlie ham m er w hich tlie em ­ 
ploye was using was not as suitable for the 
purpose for w hich it was used as would 
-have been one w ith a broader face. 
This 
m ay be true, but the facts in proof forbid 
tlie belief that he was ignorant of th at fact. 
Persons who engage in a given em ploy­ 
m ent assum e the risks necessary incident 
to th at em ploym ent, and they cannot sh u t 
their eyes to dangers w hich are apparent, 
and voluntarily use im plem ents which 
they know, or, by the exercise of the 
knowledge which they have, m ight know, 
are not so well adapted to the business in 
which they are engaged as som e other in ­ 
strum ent m ight be, and, w hen injury there­ 
from results, seek and recover damages for 
injuries th at m ight have been by them 
avoided by the exercise of that ordinary 
care which it is the duty of every one to 
use. The tacts in this case forbid any other 
conclusion than tiiat the employe was suffi­ 
ciently inform ed to know the risks of iiis 
em ploym ent.” —

In tiie process of m alting 
(which is a rapid germ ination) a distinct 
change is brought about in the seed. 
By 
the action of tlie dius’.asc tlie insoluble 
starch is converted into soluble dextrine, 
which goes sweet in the m outh, so near 
maltose is it. 
The inalt-comhings. which 
an too rich in album inoids for the hewer's 
purposes, are useful when m alt is looked 
at as a food. Malt contains dextrine, (sonic 
diastase), soluble album inoids, and phos­ 
phates. and when ground is an adm irable 
food, wliiie it is not expensive. 
Its taste is 
pleasant. 
It can he made into a pudding 
with an egg and some m ilk, and as such is 
palatable. 
It can be made a constituent of 
a milk pudding with advantage. W hen the 
brewer mashes iiis m alt with hot w ater the 
diastase rem aining ip the m alt converts the 
dextrine into 
maltose, w hich the yeast 
next added) breaks up into alcohol and 
carbonic acid gas. The best w hite m alt is 
not heated to more than PHD, as the diastase 
is acted upon injuriously by a heat above 
th at point. 
Maltose is a sugar which 
does not readily undergo tlie acetous fer­ 
m entation, and. therefore, as Dr. Mitchell 
Bruce points out in his ' M ateria Medica 
and Therapeutics.’ 'w ill not give rise to 
acidity and dyspepsia. 
This :s a great 
m atter, as the cane sugar the cook adds to 
stewed fruit and m ilk puddings readily un ­ 
dergoes the acetous fermentation in m any 
stomachs. T he b-vulose sugar of fruit, 
like maltose, readily undergoes the alco­ 
holic, but not the acetous ferm entation. 
Maltose being less pow erfully sweet than 
cane sugar, a greater quantity is necessary 
to sweeten the pudding. 
If the raw starch, 
semolina, sago, or tapioca, be first put in 
the dish by itself, an a placed in tin* oven 
tor an hour taking care not to have it burnt 
by the ova n being too hot), not only are the 
starch cells cracked, but a certain conver­ 
sion of the starch into dextrine takes place. 
If to this then be added an equal quantity 
of ground lualt and some bet m ilk poured 
on. and the dish he allowed to stand a f< w 
m inutes before being put into th e oven 
again, the diastase of the m alt acts upon i owes not 
the farina and conveits it into dextrine an 1 | 
maltose.

(W ell- 
baked flour rcquiresjbut a touch of saliva to 
rendcrcr it soluble, and added to m eat 
broths and gravy soups, renders them very 
nutritive. 1 
Malt, being sweet, goes better 
with m ilk, or app’n-w ater, or tam arind- 
v.ater, or lemonade, a.id gives us a food 
which, being all but independent of the »ii- 
gostive act. can be most usefully employed 
in the sick room . 
Bcef-tea (w hich alone is 
scacely a food , and m ilk-and-seltzer water 
pall u p o n ; he palate of the sick person, w ho 
craves variety ju -t as do healthy persons.

W hen Italy became a kingdom Na­ 
poleon desired to preserve this sm all State 
intact. 
" It is a rare sam ple of a Republic 
to preserve,” s.fiil the Em peror.—[Temple 
Bar.

lion selects a soft place in the sand, and by 
tu rn in g itself around and around, it traces 
an exterior c ir c le ; and by con tin u in g the 
spiral m otion, and gradually- retreating to 
tiie center, it m arks out and form s a cavity 
h avin g spirals lik e those o f a snail shell. 
N ext, these are sm oothed dow n by an in ­ 
genious process.

A m om ent m ore and tw o (to him ) 
enorm ous ja w s open, and th e ant q u ick ly 
disappeared from sight forever. Som etim es 
instead o f tu m b lin g dow n into th e pit, the 
ant obtains a foothold anil alm ost escap es; 
but in such a case the ant-lion throw s aside 
all concealm ent, rushes out, anil shovels 
sand upon its stru gglin g victim , and by 
successive jerk s bom bards it w ith such a 
fusillade o f sand that, beaten and confused, 
it rolls dow n into the open jaw s o f the 
cruel hunter. 
F o r tw o years the ant-lion 
carries on its predatory w arfare, gradually- 
grow in g larger and enlarging its pit, u n til 
linaity it is ready to change into a chrysalis.

In tiie process o f m altin g 
w hich is a rapid germ ination) a distinct 
change is brought about in th e seed. 
B y 
the action o f the diastase the insoluble 
starch is converted into soluble dextrine, 
w hich goes sw eet in the m outh, so near 
m altose is it. 
T h e m alt-com bings. w h ich 
are too rich in album in oids for the hewer's 
purposes, are useful w hen m alt is looked 
at as a food. M alt contains dextrine, (som e 
diastase>. soluble album inoids, and phos­ 
phates. and w hen ground is an adm irable 
food, w h ile it is not expensive. 
Its taste is 
pleasant. 
It ean he m ade into a pudding 
w ith an egg and som e m ilk , and as such is 
palatable. 
It ean he m ade a constituent o f 
a m ilk puddiu r w ith advantage. W hen the 
brew er m ashes Iiis m alt w ith hot w ater the 
diastase rem ain ing yt th e m alt converts the ; 
dextrin e 
into 
m altose, w h ich the yeast i 
■ 
next added, breaks up in to alcohol anil j 
carbonic acid gas. 
T h e best w hite m alt is 
not heated to m ore than I'm0, as the diastase ! 
is acted upon in juriou sly by a heat above ¡ 
th at 
point. 
M altose 
is 
a sugar w hich I 
does not readily undergo the acetous fer­ 
m entation, and. therefore, as Dr. M itchell 
B ruce points out in his ' M ateria M edica 
and Therapeutics,’ 'w ill not g iv e rise to 
acidity- and dyspepsia.' 
T h is is a great 
m atter, as the cane sugar the cook adds to 
stowed fruit and m ilk puddings readily’ un­ 
dergoes the acetous ferm entation in m any 
stom achs. 
T iie la vulose sugar o f fruit, 
lik e m altose, readily undergoes th e alco­ 
holic, but 
not the acetous ferm entation. 
M altose being less pow erfully’ sw eet than 
cane sugar, a greater quantity- is necessary 
tosw ei-.en the pudding. 
I f the raw starch, 
sem olina, sago, or tapioca, he first put in 
the dish by’ itself, and placed in the oven 
; ,r an hour taking care not to have it burnt 
by th e oven hi ing too h o t’ , not on ly are the 
starch cells cracked, but a certain conver­ 
sion o f the starch into dextrin e takes place. 
If to this then lie a ided an equal qu an tity 
ui ground m alt and som e lict m ilk poured 
on. and the dish he allow ed to stand a few i 
m inutes before bein g put in to th e oven I 
again, the diastase o f the m alt acts upon i 
tiie farina and con vcits it into dextrine and j 
m altose.

plete. 
It ¡s unfinished because the people 
o f 
America have not been sufficiently 
prom pt in sulisi ribing the moneys neces­ 
sary to meet the cost. 
It has boon a 
standing reproach to us that this is so. 
W e do not believe th at it indicates any 
lack of patriotic spirit, but is due to mere 
procrastination, to the general and false 
impression that 
New 
York city should 
raise the whole -um , and to lack of good 
m anagem ent. 
Som ething like a year ago 
G eneral Stone was placed in charge of the 
work of erecting th e pedestal, and it has 
gone on steadily ever since when there 
w.i- money on hand to pay the workmen 
But frequently the funds have lieen cx- 
liuustcd. 
G eneral G rant conducted last 
nununcr a loan exhibition in New A ork in 
aid of the pedestal fnud, but the net result 
was far below expectation. 
A good deal of 
money is yet needed. 
If it comes to hand 
prom ptly the great statue can he set up 
before the summer is over. 
New York 
should not l>e called upon to raise.all 
th e money, for it is a national work. 
W 'hiie 
it 
i- 
to 
he set up 
in

York, harbor, 
it 
i-. 
not

to 
New York, and that (tty has only a di­ 
vided interest in it. 
The statue is the 
m ightiest work of art known to man in 
figure designing. 
The Colossus of Rhodes 
was nothing to it. 
Says the Ixmdon Daily 
H arr- 
“ It could carry the Bavaria or 
th e H erm ann in its arms. 
It towers to 
the skies from the yard of the Rue de 
(lutz* lies, where it has been eight vears in 
construction, and the view from its coronet 
sweeps clear of the six-storv houses and 
beyond the walls of Paris. 
T his superb 
structure weighs no less than 4-10,000 
pounds, and the stupendous statue when in 
position will loom up 30-3 feet above the 
tide level. 
It will thus overtop the great 
tow ers of the Brooklyn bridge, dw arf the 
highest steeple of New Y ork—T rinity 
C hurch—and stand so loftily and grand as 
to m ake th e light in its torch clear to view 
at a greater distance at sea than any other 
fixed light on the globe.

THE DASHAWAY SHOOTING. 


T he recent attem pted ¡assassination of 
Ashton by Eagan in San Francisco is the 
second bloody fruit of the Dashaway steal. 
A sm all body of men happened to he mem­ 
bers iu succession of an old-established 
tem perance society—the Dashaway Asso­ 
ciation. 
It had not been endowed under 
specific trusts that could not be squandered, 
but had gathered its money by small do­ 
nations made by the public. 
These men 
concluded to “ close out” the society and 
divide the money and property. 
As the 
organization had numbered in its member­ 
ship some tens of thousands of citizens in 
the last twenty-five years, a great deal of 
indignation was felt and manifested at this 
divide, and resort to the Courts was had to 
prevent it, not, however, until one man 
had been killed and the conspirators had 
divided $1,500 each, and arranged for a 
further dividend of about -57,000 each. 
Among th e rem aining members, however, 
was Ashton. 
lie refused to be a party to 
the swindle, declined to receive his “ d iv i­ 
dend,” and invoked th e aid of the Courts 
of equity to prevent the full consummation 
of the steal. 
E xasperated at this m an’s 
courage and honest front, and he standing 
alone in the way of the final division, 
Eagan on Thursday, declaring th at he 
“ believed in the Southern mode of re­ 
dressing a wrong,” cowardly shot Ashton 
in the back as he sat in his place of busi­ 
ness. 
T he man admit-; freely these fact-., 
and th at he arm ed him self for the purjxise 
of m urder, because his victim refused to 
be a party to a piece of rascally jobbery. 
As the assassin him self says: “ T alk about 
tiic Cox-M cLaughlin afluir, why, it is noth­ 
ing to compare with this case, and I know 
it. 
Ashton kept suing and suing, and I 
had to put him out of the wa v.” 
Of course 
this cowardly cutthroat who takes human 
life to -ati-fy hi-- revenges, and carry out 
systematized theft, will set up the plea of 
irresistible impulse, 
indeed, lie is shrewd 
enough to lay his plans already in that 
direction, for he tells tlie reporters th at he 
felt “ as if a house” was on his heart. And, 
again : “ The desire to put him out of the 
way was irresistible, and when I saw him 
to-dav I had to shoot him .” 
If Ashton 
dies the chances are th at Eagan will 
go free. 
T he pica of irresistible impulse, 
stim ulated and comforted by the precedent 
of tlte M cLaughlin m urder ease, to which 
he refers, will lie fortified by these very 
expression.-, made at t lie time of the k ill­ 
ing, and appearing very much a s if pre­ 
conceived. 
H e will point to the fact that 
he took a small quantity of poison after 
the shooting, and will set up tiiat fact, and 
all these others, to show th at lie could not 
help shooting Ashton, 
it is evident th at 
this planning to do m urder and escape its 
consequences by aid of th e law and sympa­ 
thetically cowardly juries is indulged in 
by shrewd 
rascals. 
W e have not the 
slightest belief that Eagan was irrespon­ 
sible when he shot Ashton. 
H e was sane 
enough to arm for tli- assault, to shoot 
with perfect safety to himself, and to 
shoot the man who was preventing him 
from consummating a public outrage. 
All 
such men are sane enough to punish to 
the full extent of the law. 
Even if they 
may be declared to be somewhat unsettled 
in reason, still their punishm ent is best 
for socicpt, fur it lias a tendency to restrain 
other cranks iu whom the love of life and 
the fear of punishm ent are still quick. 
If 
Ashton dies, Eagan should be legally oxc- 
cuted, for the method of his madness fit 
him for the siaflbhl. 
If Ashton lives, 
Eagan should not be perm itted to eool his 
heels anyw here else than w ithin prison 
walls. 
Such an exam ple made will (lo 
much to neutralize th e had effects of many 
clearances obtained bv the aid of the ¡ilea 
of irresistible impulse or partial dem entia. 


OPERATIC DEFECTS. 


David Swing, in the 
( birrcnt, in a 
brief essay, arrives 
at 
th e 
conclusion 
th at opera i- still the most im perfect of 
the fine arts. 
Ho has certainly stated a 
tru th . 
Opera is one of th e vehicles or 
forms of dram atic expression. 
T he very 
act 
of expressing 
thought, sentim ent, 
passion, in musical tones, that usually be­ 
long to dram atic action and the spoken 
dram a, violates all the naturalness of the 
dram atic side. 
It invades the unities and 
distorts the probabilities. 
It must, there­ 
fore. compensate for these ills by supreme 
excellence of musical composition and that 
faultless adjustm ent of details of action 
which will reduce the im probability to 
the m inim um . 
T hat is to say, as men and 
women do 
do battle in song, plot 
treason nr c s osa affairs cf State, or plan 
schemes of conquest of heart or territory 
by musical notation, the whole process of 


operatic m ethod is opposed to reality, and 
therefore the very least dram atic of all 
stage presentations. 
W hatever, therefore, 
can be done in opera to narrow the breach 
between dram atic realism and im prob­ 
ability in operatic expression, will en­ 
hance th e pleasure of the hearer. 
Now, 
it is a fact th at in opera, where there is 
the greatest demand for dram atic aids> 
there is, as a rule, the very fewest given. 
In fact, operatic license is sim ply cruel, 
and the recklessness w ith w hich it Ls em ­ 
ployed by operatic singers is only pardoned 
liecause 
of 
the delight 
afforded 
the 
musical 
sense. 
In 
other 
words, 
the 
opera 
does 
not 
hold 
tiie 
m ir­ 
ror 
up 
to nature. 
U nfortunately, Air. 
Swing 
does 
not get 
down 
to 
this 
substructure 
of the 
question 
lie 
has taken 
up. 
lie 
lightly 
touches 
it once, and hut once, when he says that 
operatic art must study scenic efieets and 
situations. Beyond that, his essay is a sim ­ 
ply very ju st com plaint against the length 
of th e performance and disproportion of 
unim portant solos and recitations to the 
real gems of song, and ¡igainst the lack of 
melodies th at “ sweep the heart.” 
All 
w hich is true. 
One has to traverse in 
most operas a great deal of desert to 
touch here and there a very small oasis 
of musical delight. 
B ut the whole ques­ 
tion of the inadequacy of the opera is in­ 
volved in the lack of serious consideration 
given by composers to necessary dram atic 
element. 
T he field of opera is very lim it­ 
ed as we now have it. 
It should be still 
more 
contracted—brought 
w ithin 
the 
probabilities of reality upon its dram atic 
side. 
W hen th a t Ls done, and we have 
operatic expression w ith a 
nearer ap­ 
proach to reality, we shall have ideal 
opera, 
in 
w hich 
the 
peculiarity 
of 
the 
relation 
of 
the 
song 
to 
the 
situation and the circumstances will be re ­ 
duced to the m inim um , and as a result the 
musical expression advanced to the high­ 
est possibility. 


A REKEDY WANTED. 


T he worn-old question of the im prison­ 
m ent of witnesses and tiie cruelty and 
injustice th at nearly always accompanies 
such restraint of liberty, is again under 
discussion in New York. 
A sergeant of 
police com m itted a gross crim inal assault 
upon an innocent girl of virtuous charac­ 
ter, perfect modesty and am iability. 
She 
is tlie support of a feeble and widowed 
m other. 
T he sergeant is adm itted to bail 
— for it seems to have become a settled 
principle of American law that no case 
shall be tried w hile the facts are fresh, and 
that no ease is fit for trial until it has had 
several long continuances, and th e crim ­ 
inal lawyers have been given full oppor­ 
tunity to tangle the m atter to their heart’s 
content—the girl, however, being poor, is 
not able to give security for her appear­ 
ance. and as a result is locked tip in the 
House of D etention. 
Heaven only knows 
bow long she will be compelled to rem ain 
there. 
If less than h alf a year, says a 
leading papier of New York, she will lie a 
lucky girl. In the m eantim e the brute who 
assaulted her is a t liberty, and enjoys the 
opportunity of “ fixing things,” and pre­ 
paring witnesses to suit his own fancy and 
accomplish the destruction of the g irl’s 
character. 
Now, this is a grievous ease, but not

it. 
W hat 
is 
to 
lie 
done ? 
It 
is 
certain 
th at 
the humane sentim ent of the country 
is outraged by every instance of this kind, 
and is fast approaching a [xiint where it 
will manifest itself in a radical m anner. 
Rut w hat then ? Shall we allow crim inals 
to escape th e clutch of justice by releasing 
our hold upon the prosecuting witness? 
Shall we give the crim inal opportunity to 
do away or tam per with 
the witness, 
as if often done? 
Shall we intim idate the 
injured party and prevent him, as we now 
do in many cases, from bringing the crim ­ 
inal to justice liv the th reat of im prison­ 
m ent if he complains of injury? 
It is well 
known that a great many outrageous in­ 
fractions of the law are not reported be­ 
cause the injured party fears he will he 
forcibly detained as a witness, and, as a re­ 
sult, the crim inal class gain im m unity in a 
very large num ber of instances. 
T his is 
rank injustice to society first, and to the 
injured secondly. 
Take the ease of the 
girl in question. 
Is it better to detain her 
among a large num ber of prisoners, in 
order to secure the punishm ent of the of­ 
fender, or take tiie chances of Iter non-ap­ 
pearance on tria! day? 
If released and 
she disappears, 
lias greater wrong been 
done than by her detention, which is cruel­ 
ty in any light in which viewed? 
It has 
been suggested that the party charged 
should he required to give hail for the ap­ 
pearance of the prosecuting witness. 
But 
this is w ithout force, since,on refusal todo 
so, tiie State would still lie compelled to 
retain the witness. Again, it is urged that 
a remedy may be found in the im m ediate 
taking of the testimony of th e witness. 
But in only a few cases can this be done 
w ith certainty of developing the whole 
tru th . 
T he best remedy yet proposed is 
a return to the rigor of the Roman law, 
which provided—a t least in the case of as­ 
sault-; upon women—that an immediate 
trial shall take place, and that it be made 
final. 
W hik this remedy is full of danger 
to the liberty of the citizen charged with 
crime, it avoids the outrage of im prison­ 
ing an innocent party. 
Yet we cannot 
c meur in the plan of im m cdiatetrial. The 
question of continuance must rem ain an 
open one and in th e hands of the Courts.

CHINA AND JAPAN. 


A r r iv a l o f th e K io d e J a n e ir o fr o m H o n g ­ 
k o n g an<1 Y o k o h a m a . 
From papers received by the arrival of 
th e steam er Rio de Janeiro, which reached 
San Francisco W ednesday from Hongkong 
an d Yokohama, we glean t lie following 
n e w s: 
JAPAN. 
From the .Japan M a il Sum m ary: 
T he construction of the Osaka-Sakai 
R ailw ay line has been commenced. 
T h e c o n str u c tio n o ftb r e e to r p e d o la u n c h e s 
h a s b een c o m m e n c e d a t 'l o k o s u k a . 
T he Kiyodo Unyu Kwaisha proposes to 
construct dockyards in the vicinity of Mu- 
jina bay, Yokosuka, and at Masagocho 
H akodate. 
Tlie Kiyodo U nyu K w aisba has deter­ 
m ined 011 placing a line of m ail packets on 
the I’usan-Inchhon route, for which the 
G overnm ent will grant a subsidy of 50,000 
yen per annum . 
T he m ine recently discovered at Akaany 
nia, Yogagori, Bitcliiu, has proved to be a 
very rich gold and silver held. Large quan­ 
tities of copper ore have also been obtained. 
T he Musaehi K an, now in course of con­ 
struction at Yokosuka, will be launched in 
tin* early part of November, this year. 
T he K atsitragi Kan, a composite screw 
corvette, was successfully launched at Yo­ 
kosuka. on the 1st instant. The vessel was 
designed and constructed entirely by Jap ­ 
anese. 
In honor of the occasion, Captain 
It-o entertained a large party at tiffin. 
Tne total am ount of im ports taken de­ 
livery of from foreign m erchants during 
M arch last was 87:18,390, and of exports 
$«74,525. 
The latter sum comprises $737,­ 
000 for silk, $69,400 for waste silk, and $07,­ 
2 25 for tea. 
T he Shinagawa dockyard lias received 
orders from the Navy D epartm ent to build 
several sailing vessels to ply between Toki- 
vo and Y okoham a. 
Telegraphic offices are to be established 
in every part of Japan, and the authorities 
a re selecting convenient stations for that 
purpose. 
The tea plants in Fji are stated to have 
been much injured by the frosts at night, 
which have occurred so late in the season. 


CHINA. 
From the China M ail: 
Saturday, March 23th, was rather a lively 
d ay in H onam . 
F atly in the afternoon a 
considerable num ber of soldiers, under the 
com m and of a foreigner, and several m an­ 
darins landed on the island, for the pur­ 
pose ot putting down a system of sm ug­ 
gling in which several Europeans are in­ 
volved. 
W e hear that legal proceedings have been 
instituted against the Chinese Government 
by the foreigners who were lately ruth­ 
lessly turned out of their houses in Ho- 
Haiu. 
It is said they werq ovicted on the 
ground that they were assisting in defraud­ 
ing the <’hiñese revenue by lending their 
nam es to Chinese opium m erchants, who 
were thus enabled to send their opium into 
llic country free of lekin, under the passes 
authorized by treaty. 
W e believe J. J. 
Francis and Mr. Caldwell have been re­ 
tained by the foreigners. 
A m ilitary school is to he established at 
T ientsin to train Li Chung Tang’s armies. 
T hey have had a naval school there for 
som e year,- 
The services of the m ilitary 
instructors are to he availed of to train the 
raw m aterial, of w hich Li Chung Tang is 
so proud, into shape w hen they are young, 
ft has been found impossible to dost) when 
they have m atured.—[Shanghai Mercury. 


PACIFIC COAST ITEMS. 


.1 B u d d liU t C r e m a tio n . 
T he crem atory is a low tow er of brick ; 
w ithin are four raised stones on which to 
rest the bamboo chair, w herein fwitb the 
m onastic cowl draw n over his head, and 
hands placed palm to palm before his 
breast, ns ii in prayer) sits the dead m onk, 
w ho, w ithin twelve hours of Ids death, 
m ust be carried hither by lay brothers. 
H e 
is followed to the funeral pvre by all the 
brethren, w alking two-and-’two. clothed in 
sackcloth, and having a w hite cloth bound 
round the head in token of woe. T hey 
have previously held solemn service in the 
tem ple lor the repose of the dead, and as 
the procession slowly advances they chant 
funeral hym ns. Through the narrow door­ 
way of the crem atory the chair is carried, 
fagots are placed beneath and all around 
it, 
and 
the 
chief 
priest 
kindles 
the flame, all the m ourners falling pros­ 
trate w:th their faces to the ground w hile 
com m ending the m ortal body to th e ethe­ 
real tire. W hile the body is being cremated 
sm all pieces of fragrant sandalwood are 
from tim e to tim e throw n into th e llames. 
\\ hen the tire ha- done its work, and onlv 
a few charred bones and ashes rem ain, 
these are collected in a stone ja r and placed 
beside sim ilar jar- in a sepulchral sto re-1 
house, where they rem ain till a certain day 
ot the year (the ninth day' of the ninth 
m onth . when each ja r is em ptied into 
bag ot red cloth. These are carefully sewn 
up and are then throw n through a ' sm all 
sort of window into a great solid granite 
m ausoleum . There are two of the build­ 
ings in the tem ple grounds, but one of them 
may no longer he used, not for lack of 
ro o m , hut because it already contains about 
4.950 sacas ot aslies, and Buddhist law for­ 
bids the -toring of a larger num ber in one 
place. The ossuary now in use is divide 
into two com partm ents, one of w hich is 
assigned to tlie ashes of B udduist nuns. 
It appears that there are exceptional in 
stances when crem ation is dispensed with, 
an i ordinary burial in ponderous coffins is 
law ful, even for a priest. 
Such cases, 
though rare, have occurred in com para­ 
tively' recent years, and some very old 
horseshoe tombs in the tem ple ground 
prove that such burials were perm itted 
long ago. At the tim e of ray visit these 
stones were being renewed in a most lit 
eral sense, as the ancient inscriptions were 
being copied on to brand-new stones.

City, Nev., was dedicated last night.

died. 
The Calabasas 1 tail road meets with con­ 
siderable opposition in Pim a county, A ri­ 
zona. 
The K it Carson monument- has arrived 
at Santa Fe. The formal unveiling will 
take place this week. 
An albino gopher—pure w hite w ith red 
eyes—was captured a few days ago at 
W ooden Valley, Napa county. 
The A tlantic and Pacific Railroad, it is 
said, has offered $50,000 for Linden Park, 
Los Angeles, as a site foe a railroad depot. 
The Penitentiary and insane asylum of 
W ashington Territory are 
overcrowded, 
and 
branches of both institutions are 
talked of. 
The Government work at the m outh of 
the Coquille river, Oregon, was shut down 
on Saturday last, the appropriation being 
exhausted. 
A t tlie May Pay ball at Daggett a m an 
was chased through the crowded room and 
shot at several times for assaulting one of 
the guests with an egg. 
A New York brewer lias offered to pur­ 
chase the tunnel of the Oregon and Cali­ 
fornia road on the Siskiyou. 
H e proposes 
to erect a brewery and use the tunnel as a 
cellar. 
The Los Angeles Herald say’s that E . J. 
Baldw in intends to sell all his property' in 
Los Angeles county, excepting his Santa 
Anita ranch. This will place 55,000 acres 
of choice land on the m arket.

But concussion upon the side or bottom of 
a boat, or jum ping from rock to rock, or 
blows upon a hard bottom with th e wading 
staff or with hob-nailed shoes, I th in k arc 
so invaded through and by th e w ater as to 
be in som e m anner perceptible to the fish 
and alarm them . T hat fish possess the 
sense of hearing their anatom ical structure 
goes far to prove, w hile that they are not 
insensible to sounds produced in the air 
must lie adm itted, unless the doubter is pre­ 
pared to call in question the num erous ac­ 
counts In- alleged eye-witnesses of their 
coming to be fed at the sound of a bell, etc. 
This I, for one, hesitate to do. notw ith­ 
standing i have never been able to m ake a 
sound in the air w hich seemed to produce 
the slightest effect 011 irout in water, to 
which fish my experim ents have been con­ 
fined. 
It may, however, well be assum ed 
th at the sound was perceived, w hile the 
fish were so habituated to the roar of the 
waterfall and sim ilar noises, w ithout any 
ill consequences ensuing, that sound alone 
was not regarded by them as an indication 
of danger.—[Exchange.

At Ttockuway Beacli there is now 011 ex­ 
hibition a working model of tic- Allen 
Klcvated Railroad, invented by Norman 
Allen. 
He lias invented acar propelled by 
a spring for a short-distain.e route, and for 
long distances he uses a bicycle engine for 
motive power. The trains are run on an 
elevated double track, with only a single 
rail to each train. 
Between the tracks is an 
upright frame surmounted by a double­ 
grooved rail, 011 either side of which runs a 
wheel attai lied to the upper side of the car. 
The ear wheels are mounted on swivels 
which enable them to round almost any 
curve. 
The propelling springs are placed 
in the center of the car and are calculated 
with one winding to drive it from one sta­ 
tion to the next. 
Kach station will con­ 
tain a small stationary engine, which, by 
• vide attachment, will start the train and 
propel it for twenty feet, during which 
time the spri igs will be rewound by a ¡(inion 
attachrmnt w rking in the teeth of a beam 
arm at tin si 
ol the track. 
The super­ 
structure for the roads is to ho erected on 
a single line of posts made of four-inch 
tubing. 
Among the benefits claimed for 
the invention are light running expenses, 
lack of noise and jar. ability to surmount 
heavy grades without additional weight on 
the tracks, and to round curves at a high 
rate of speed without increase of friction. 
The tracks ior long distance roads are to be 
constructed the same as for the city roads. 
The bicycle engine will weigh less than ten 
tons, and is to be constructed with a rifteen- 
fnot driving wheel running between the 
two boilers. 
The driving shaft works over 
the boilers. 
With a bicycle engine on an 
Allen track the inventor expects to cover 
the ground at the raie of two miles a min­ 
ute. The uprights for the structure are 
supplied with a device which enables them 
to be easily raised or lowered in case their 
foundations settle.

Medicine was ad­ 
ministered and quick improvement fol­ 
lowed. The Queen arose, attempted to 
pass into another room, but at the thresh­ 
old was seized with violent convulsions. 
She was seriously ill less than an hour, 
when death ensued. She was -I ! years of 
age.

J- Emma Kalcleonalani was the daughter 
of Fanny Young Kekelaokaluni and Nao», 
a high chief. 
Fanny Young Kekelokalani 
was the daughter of Kaeunaeha, a high 
cliiefess, whose father. Keliiinaikai, was 
own brother to Kamehameha I. The fu­ 
ture Queen was born January 2, 1830, in a 
house nmkai of the premises now occupied 
by the Catholic Sisters.

and inaccessible locality with the idea of 
fabulous wealth. 
In the early ages of man 
the existence of gnomes and monsters of 
the mine called griffins was not doubted, 
and it was believed regarding the latter 
that their retreats were on the highest 
mountain peaks and in the midst of burn­ 
ing deserts far removed from the approach 
of man, and that these inaccessible places 
were the storehouses of gold and silver and 
precious stones. 
This myth lias left its in­ 
fluence upon the human mind, and is 
doubtless the reason of the strange belief 
existing in every miner’s head that there 
are rich diggings at another place, remote 
and far from his own theater of operations. 
Otherwise, how can his restless and no­ 
madic movements be explained ’ The ( 'ol- 
orado miner reads of big strikes in Califor­ 
nia, and becomes at once dissatisfied with 
his surroundings, and wants to go to the 
Golden State. 
Tlie California miner, on 
the other hand, is ready to start at any time 
for fresh fields and pastures new, and to­ 
day you will find him mining and pros­ 
pecting at the two extremes of the world— 
Alaska and Fouth Africa. 
This tendency to pull up stakes and start 
off for new camps is a great factor in devel­ 
oping the wealth of new countries, and re­ 
garded in this light the restless, wandering 
miner plays the part of a public benefactor, 
but at the same time it cannot be denied 
that in the m:u’. rush to new localities really 
good and meritorious mines and mining dis­ 
tricts at homeareovcrlookedand abandoned. 
In our State, particularly, good mines have 
been neglected in the insane and reckless 
movement of the gold-seeking population 
to distant fields. Hliasta county is a 
case in point. 
Here, if anywhere, the 
miner is surrounded with all the natural 
advantages desired. 
The climate is good, 
admitting of uninterrupted labor the year 
through ; wood and water arc abundant 
and cheap, and quick transportation is fur­ 
nished by the railroad traversing tlie en­ 
tire length of the county. That the county 
is rich in gold quartz must he admitted. 
It was one of the richest placer fields in the 
State in the early gold-digging days. 
It 
stands to reason that the sources of the im ­ 
mense yield of placer gold of the county 
must lie concealed within our hills and 
mountain system. All who have studied or 
observed placer gold deposits are satisfied 
with the simple and obvious inference that 
the gold has been derived from the erosions 
or wearing away of the higher rocks and 
breaking down of quartz veins, the debris 
being sorted by water according to ils.spe­ 
cific gravity. 
We always find placers lying 
adjacent to and below districts traversed by 
auriferous veins, and nowhere else, and the 
placer gold itself, in the rounded and bat­ 
tered shape, shows traces of having been 
torn away from its parent ledge. 
The re­ 
sults of quartz mining thus far in Shasta 
county have shown that at tlie heads of the 
rich gulches and creeks good veins of au­ 
riferous quartz exist in abundance. French 
Gulch, Flat Greek, Spring Greek, Squaw 
Creek and the Cottonwood all demonstrate 
this fact. 
On the south fork of Squaw creel:, one 
of the tributaries of the Sacramento river, 
important discoveries have been made of 
¿¡old and silver ores, and within the last 
two years considerable work of develop­ 
ment has been accomplished. 
The lead­ 
ing mine is known as the Balakiala an 
Indian word, meaning C hiefs mountain ; 
an aboriginal leader having established bis 
headquarters on the spot dim ages ago. 
It 
isa full claim of 1,500 feet in length, with 
a width of 600 feet. 
The vein is of phe­ 
nomenal extent. 
It seems to cover the 
whole 600 feet comprising the surface lo­ 
cation of the mine. The workings made 
throughout tins mass of ore have failed 
thus far to show any signs of wall or in­ 
closing rocks. 
The prevailing formation is a porphyry 
rock of a w hitish cast and a close, compact 
grain, 
evidently 
a 
member 
of 
the 
feldspar group. 
This porphyry country- 
rock 
is 
scattered 
over 
the 
surface 
of the claim in small pieces, and occa­ 
sionally in the lower workings it is found 
in decomposed streaks of kaolin and white 
earth, but, as said before, no walls to the 
vein have been so far encountered. 
The 
entire surface of the mine is covered with 
a rusty, black, spongy mass of iron " gos­ 
san,” through which the gold is dissemin­ 
ated in a free metallic state. 
There are also silver sulphurets found 
in the shape of nodules in the mass, some 
of them bring true silver glance or argen­ 
tita, assaying into the thousands of dollars. 
Free silver, derived from the decomposition 
of these sulphides, is alsoscattered through 
the mass. The gold deposit, however, is of 
such magnitude, and is in such an easy 
shape for treatment, that the ground pre­ 
sents a most promising field for a gold 
proposition, independent 
of the silver. 
The silver sulpdiurets when assayed, while 
giving high results in silver, do not show 
the presence of gold. 
This latter metal 
is found solely in association with the 
iron. 
The 
eruptive 
rocks 
of 
the 
district have created great fissures, through 
which gevser springs have come to the 
surface, the deposits from which have 
formed this immense irony mass. 
The 
geyser water tuts, besides, gold, carried in 
solution silica, iron, alumina, etc., and the 
gold seems to have 
been 
precipitated 
chiefly with the iron, which shows that the 
association of the two metals is not acci­ 
dental. The presence of the silver can be 
ascribed to the nature of the country rock. 
The porphyry is the true vein porphyry, 
highly silieious, and the theory of " lateral 
secretion,” that silver ores are deposited 
from the decomposition and decay of the 
pyrites diffused through the eruptive rocks, 
receives hi re a good illustration. 
We have then two agencies of nature at 
work in forming this remarkable mine ; 
the hot geyser on the one hand depositing 
gold and the decaying crystalline rocks 
giving up their silicates rich in silver on 
the other. 
As the two noble metals arc 
distinct and separate and not mingled to ­ 
gether, as in the Comstock and other 
mines, we are compelled to admit that dif­ 
ferent agencies have formed each. 
As to 
the amount of ore, it is difficult to make 
an estimate, as the whole location seems to 
be one homogeneous mass. 
Workings by 
shaft have established that the deposit 
continues down 30 feet, and at the bottom 
of the shaft the ore is aSMich as it is on 
the surface. 
Assuming this depth for the 
mass, and we have the astonishing result 
of 2.000.000 tons, which have a gold value 
e>f $25,000,000, while the silver will swell 
the amount to double this figure. 
These are large figures, but are simply 
given to show the possibilities of the 
ground, and to prove that “ one of the big­ 
gest mines in the world,” to use the lan­ 
guage o f the telegram quoted above, exists 
in Fhasta county. 
The facilities for work­ 
ing this mine are good, wood and water 
beinf* handy, and the cost of mining and 
m illing should not exceed $4 per ton. 
The 
vein is so large that the ore can lie quarried 
out in benches. The mine lies within four 
miles of the Central l ’acific Railroad. 
It 
may be asked, and the question naturally 
arises, why this vast repository of wealth is 
not opened and its great power for good 
utilized ? 
The answer is the one we hear 
so often in our mining districts : The own­ 
ers arc not men of great capital, and lack 
the means to carry on large operations. 
They are developing it slowly, however, and 
each day demonstrating by hard work it* 
value, knowing that sooner or later it will
